The United States itself 
would be under a similar curse if 
instead of being colonized by the 
children of free and protestant Eng- 
land, they had been colonized by the 
Spanish regime of that period—the 
regime which has just expelled the 
Jews and Moors from its midst be- 
cause of religious intolerance. The 
effect of this period is still alive in 
the Latin countries of the American 
continent.

Swimming Pool 
Has 100 per cent 
Purity Standard 


Pool is Cleaned Thoroughly 
Each Week, Water Flows 
Fresh Daily 


According to a recent test of the 
Orange county health department, 
the water in the gymnasium pool 
is absolutely free from any’ germ or 
bacteria, 


This standard of purity is main- 
tained by extensive purifying facili- 
ties under the supervision of Alex. 
ander Turnbull, school engineer. 

Every eight hours the 110,000 gal 
lons that the pool contains is run 
through immense filters, heated, 
purified, and returned to the tank. 

The water is drawn to the filtering 
room by a pump which pumps 250 
gallons per minute. Alum is intro- 
duced to remove particles of dust be- 
fore it goes thru the gravel filters, 

It is next heated to a tempature 
between 70 and 80. Then it is chlori- 
nated to sterlize it. 

About one pound of chlorine is used 
with one million gallons of water, 
At that rate a pound lasts eight days. 

Each Saturday the pool is cleaned 
by a vacuum cleaner which removes 
pop bottle tops and other extraneous 
matter that is not drained out- 

Since the vacuum draws out some 
water, city water must be used to 
fill the pool, and one pound of blue 
stone is added to each inch of fresh 
water put in, in order to kill vege- 
table growth,

‘The succes of the honor system 
will depend upon the honor and cour- 
age the committe in charge of the en- 


forcement of the rules,” is the opinion 
expressed by Mrs. Northcross, wha 
is decidly in favor of trying the sys- 
tem, Miss Lasby and Mr. Nealley are
